ANOTHER LECTURE. 

It has been our duty to set before 
the citizens of Washoe county their 
obligations to the Nevada State Agri- 
cultural Society.

THAT PROBLEM. 


A friend desires us to publish the 
following problem: A man wishes to 
have 100 rods of ditch dug, at a cost 
of $100. Hehires A for $1 25 per 
rod and B for 75 cents. How much 
must each dig to get to get $50? Hand 
in your solutions. —Journal. 


As stated, the problem can not be 
solved. There is a catch“ in this 
problem, which the proper statement 
brings out: That one-half of the 100 
rods is hard ground, the work of dig- 
ging being worth $1 25 per rod, while 
the other half, being less difficult to 
dig, is worth only 75 cents. The 
problem is now quite simple, and may 
thus be solved: To receive $50, A must 
dig 40 rods at $1 25 per rod. B digs 
50 rods at 75 cents per rod, for which 
he receives $87 50; but on the last ‘0 
rods he must have A’s wages, $1 25, 
which amounts to $12 50—thus mak- 
ing $50 for B's work. If this be not 
correct, I would be pleased to see the 
solution in the Journal columns.
